Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1949. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Strood  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1949* 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  of  the 
Rural  District  for  mid  1949  is  20,250,  an  increase  of  100  over  last 
year's  figures. 

There  were  40  fewer  births  than  the  previous  year,  the  figures 
being  417  for  1949  and  457  for  1948,  but  the  birth  rate  of  20,6  for 
this  area  is  5.9  over  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  the  birth  rate 
for  the  County  being  16,7. 

The  death  rate  of  12,1  per  thousand  population  for  the  area 
shows  an  increase  of  2  over  the  rate  for  the  previous  year.  The 
death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1949  was  11*7  Per  thousand 
population. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  good,  with  no 
epidemic  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  A  small  outbreak  of 
Infantile  Paralysis  occurred  during  1949.  Nine  cases  were  reported, 
seven  were  confirmed  and  one  died.  The  disease  was  localised  in 
parts  of  the  Parishes  of  Guxton, Hailing  and  Shorne,  With  the 
exception  of  an  instance  in  Cuxton,  where  a  second  case  occurred  in 
the  same  house,  the  cases  were  isolated  ones, 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  interest  and  support  throughout  the  year,  also  the  ready 
co-operation  of  my  colleagues  in  other  departments  .end  to  the  staff  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  continued  devotion  to  duty.

Of  the  total  live  births  registered,  226  were  male 
and  191  female.  There  were  13  illegitimate  births,  6  male 
and  7  female. 


DEATHS 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  numbered  245, 
comprising  147  males  and  98  females.  The  figure  is  arrived 
at  after  deducting  deaths  of  non-residents  who  died  chiefly 
in  camps  and  institutions  and  adding  those  residents  dying 
outside  the  district.

CEMENT  NT  ST  NUISANCE, 


Daring  the  year  a  conference  took  place  between  the  Cement 
Investigation  Committee  and  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

Each  Member  of  the  Committee  made  various  observations  upon  the 
report  to  the  Parliamentary  Secretary,  and  in  particular  drew  special 
attention  to  the  following  points; - 

(1)  .The  effect  upon  the  housewives  living  in  the  area. 

(2)  Although  no  proof  could  be  obtained  by  the  Committee  of  the 
effect  of  the  dust  being  detrimental  to  health,  it  was  felt 
that  it  was  a  nuisance. 

(3)  That  consideration  should  be  given  as  to  whether  the  staff  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  dealing  with  works  of  this  nature  was 
ad.eq.ua, te  for  the  work  to  be  performed. 

(4)  A  suggestion  was  made  that  greater  pow/ers  should  be  given  to 
Local  Authorities  to  deal  with  this  type  of  nuisance  through 
the  Health  Department, 

(5)  That  copies  of  the  Reports  by  the  Alkali  Inspectors  should  be 
furnished  to  the  respective  Local  Authorities. 

The  three  Members  of  Parliament  each  emphasized  the  deleterious 
effect  of  the  nuisance  relating  to  their  respective  constituencies. 

The  Parliamentary  Secretary  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Mr.  A. 
Blenkinsop,  in  reply  stated  he  had  recently  visited  some  works  on  the 
Thames-side  area  and  said  that  apart  from  the  question  of  its  effect 
upon  health,  he  had  no  doubt  about  the  nuisance  caused  by  cement  dust. 

He  pointed  out,  as  was  stated  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee, 
that  priorities  for  steel  had  received  the  support  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  a  large  amount  of  plant  had  been  delivered.  As  a  result, 
he  was  informed  that  there  was  a  considerable  improvement  in  both  high 
and  low  level  emission.  Due  to  the  urgent  need  for  cement  there  was 
no  likelihood  of  the  existing  Cement  Factories  being  removed,  but  it 
was  the  policy  of  the  Government  that  new  factories  for  the  manufacture 
of  cement  should  be  erected  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  The  problem 
that  remained,  therefore  was,  to  reduce  the  nuisance  to  a  minimum. 
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It  was  hoped  that  the  whole  of  the  Factories  in  the  Thames-side  area 
would  be  provided  with  the  necessary  dust  arrestment  plant  within  a  period  of 
two  years  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  were  satisfied  that  when  this  was 
installed  it  would  be  such  as  to  get  the  nuisance  down  to  a  minimum, 

_The  Chief  Inspector  of  Alkali,  etc.  Works,  Mr.  W.A.  Damon,  confirmed  that 
in  his  opinion  Wien  electrostatic  precipitation  plant  was  installed  in  all  the 
factories  there  should  be  95 %  efficiency  of  dust  arrestment.  It  had  been 
ascertained  that  the  dust  from  the  low  level  emission  was  greater  than  was  at 
first  thought,  but  appropriate  steps  were  being  taken  to  deal  with  this  question. 

Reference  was  also  made  by  Mr.  Damon  to  other  steps  which  were  being 
taken  in  connection  with  the  grinding  mills  and  bagging  plants  and  to  the 
general  ”  tidying  up”  of  the  works.  Improvements  in  these  directions  were 
having  a  good  effect  in  reducing  the  dust  nuisance. 

The  Committee  feel  that  as  a  result  of  their  meeting  with  the  Parliamentary 
Secretary ,  the  question  of  dust  nuisance  in  the  Thames-side  area  will  continue 
to  receive  the  very  serious  consideration  of  the  Department,  but  they  repeat 
the  statement  contained  in  Paragraph  51  of  their  report,  that  when  every 
possible  step  has  been  taken  to  reduce  the  nuisance  to  the  lowest  possible 
minimum  there  will  still  be  a  nuisance  at  times  as  a  slip  of  even  5 <f0  through 
he . dust  arrestment  plant  in  connection  with  a  big  cement  production  would  be 
equivalent  to  a  substantial  deposit  per  square  mile  per  annum. 

Position  at  10th  February.  1950.  - 

0 s ,  c  1  ~  There  are  three  kilns,  all  of  which  were  equipped  with 

e  ectrical  precipitators.  Corrosion  etc.  troubles  have  been  serious,  with  the 
result  that  one  precipitator  has  been  dismantled  and  razed  and  is  to  be 
entirely  rebuilt.  Follov/ing  this,  a  second  precipitator  which  is  still  at  work 
will  be  reconstructed.  Although  the  third  is  in  a  reasonably  satisfactory  state 
it  follows  that  the  overall  dust  emission  is  higher  than  for  some  time  and  will 
remain  so  until  the  repair  programme  is  completed.  Under  these  circumstances 
there .seems  no  point  in  making  dust  tests  on  the  chimney  gases.  Low  level 
emissions,  e.g.  from  grinding  of  clinker  are  receiving  attention  and  a  tidying- 
up  of  the  works  is  taking  place.  ° 

and,  Quarry  Works,  Fiindsburv.  -  Manager  reports  he  is  overhauling  dust 
arresting  plant  and -is  experimenting  with  a  new  type. 

Portland  Cement  Works,  Hailing.  -  Complaints  received  regarding  fumes. 

The  management  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  is  due  to  the  high  sulphur  content 
in  the  coal  allotted  to  the  works. 

British, ^Portland  Cement  Limi ted, Wbuldham.  -  ^he  dust  arrestment  plant  to  deal 
with  emissions  from  the  grinding  mills  is  now  installed. 

Associated  Portland  Cement  Manufacturers  Ltd.  .  Bevan  Works,  -  Position  unchanged. 

Associated  Portland  Cement  Manufacturers  Ltd.  .  Swanscombe.  -  Three  of  the  four 
electrical  precipitators  are  now  to  be  completely  overhauled.  The  programme 
wi  1  not  be  completed  until  the  Autumn  of  1951  and  during  this  period  there  will 
always  be  one  kiln  at  work  without  any  special  external  means  of  dust  arrestment. 

ompletion  of  the  extensive  programme  for  minimisation  of  low  level  dust  not 
expected  until  Autumn  1951. 

.S.P jft, -4? A- , Portland  Cement  Manufacturers  Ltd..  Johnson  Works.  --  The  programme  here 
is  also  virtually  completed,  the  matters  remaining  being  mainly  concerned  with 
the  minimisation  by  modernisation  of  existing  older  dust  plants,  of  emissions 
arising  from  the  conveying  of  clinker. 

Associated. Portland  Cement  Manufacturers  Ltd.  a  Kent  Works.  —  The  programme  here 
is  essentially  complete^  secondary  matters  only  remain.

!^ye  l*een  mde,  e,g.,  the  continued  policy  of  levelling  and  grassing,  the 
installation  of  means  to  reduce  emissions  from  the  carbonate  of  lime  plant  at  the 
Johnson  Works,  the  installation  of  new  clinker  coolers  at  Kent  Works  thereby  red¬ 
ucing  certain  local  emissions.  Moreover  the  programme  has  in  some  instances  been 
extended  by  the  Companies  themselves,  e.g.  the  extensions  the  low  level  dust 
arrestment  programme  at  Swanscombe  to  include  the  Snowcrete  section.  It  will  be 
appreciated  that  so  long  as  the  huge  production  continues  in  this  restricted  area 
the  irreducible  minimum  of  dust  emission  will  still  be  such  as  to  give  cause  for 
complaint.  The  Companies  are  co— operating  and  the  works  are  facing  up  to  their 
responsibilities  in  a  satisfactory  manner.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


With  the  exception  of  the  Great  Buckland,  Lean  Lane  and  Shorne 
I  fie  Id  areas  the  district  is  supplied  by  public  mins  from  the  Mid 
Kent  and  Higham  and  Hundred  of  Hoo  Water  Companies  "wells. 

These  waters  have  been  subject  to  frequent  bacteriological  and 
chemical  examination,  the  water  supplied  by  the  statutory  undertakers 
has  proved  satisfactory  and  no  plumbo  solvency  was  present, 

• 

Houses  and  farms  at  Shorne  Ifield  are  at  present  provided  with 
a  piped  supply  from  a  spring  in  Randall  Wood,  samples  taken  by  the 
officers  of  the  Sanitary  Lepartment  from  this  source  have  proved 
unsatisfactory  in  quality,  and  steps  are  now  being  taken  to  abolish 
this  source  of  supply,  the  Higham  and  Hundred  of  Hoo  Water  Company 
to  provide  a  constant  supply  from  their  mins. 

The  Buckland  Valley  and  part  of  Lean  Lane  areas  of  the  Parish 
of  Luddesdown  are  sparsly  populated  and  each  dwelling  collects  and 
stores  rainwater,  usually  in  large  underground  tanks.  These  waters 
have  been  sampled  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  when 
they  proved  satisfactory, 

A  survey  of  sanitary  circumstances  arising  in  houses  throughout 
the  Rural  Listrict  has  been  completed  during  the  year,  with  the

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Main  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  systems  are  laid  in  the 
Parishes  of  Hailing,  Hoo  and  Isle  of  Grain  with  outfalls  into  the 
River  Medway  and  in  the  Parish  of  Allhallows  with  outfall  into 
Y  ant  let  Greek,  thence  into  the  River  Thames.  Most  of  the  properties 
situated  along  the  lines  of  sewer  in  Hailing,  Allhallows  and  Grain 
are  drained  thereto  and  re drainage  of  property  in  Hoo  with  connection 
to  the  public  sewer  is  now  being  actively  pursued. 

A  public  sewer  has  now  been  provided  for  the  Parish  of 
Frindsbury  Extra  with  the  sewage  disposal  system  at  Whitewall  Greek, 
the  treated  effluent  entering  the  River  Medway  at  this  point. 
Negotiations  are  going  forward  with  the  various  owners  of  properties 
along  the  line  of  the  sewer  for  connecting  to  the  sewer. 

Properties  in  the  remainder  of  the  district  are  at  present 
drained  to  cesspools  or  private  sewage  treatment  plants  and  soakaways, 
cesspools  being  emptied  on  the  request  of  owners  by  the  Council. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  Collection. 

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  the  whole  of  the  Rural 
District  by  means  of  two  Dennis  Barrier  loading  refuse  vehicles  and 
one  Bedford  side  loading  vehicle. 


Refuse 


Refuse  is  disposed  of  in  a  disused  chalk  pit  at  Cuxton  by 
means  of  controlled  tipping.  The  tip  is  treated  with  insecticide 
regularly  during  the  summer  months  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  flies, 
crickets  and  other  insects,  and  immediate  action  is  taken  to  eradicate 
any  infestation  of  the  tip  by  rats. 


Cesspools  and  Pail  Closets. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  in  all  Parishes  by  means  of  two  Dennis 
oesspool  emptying  vehicles,  the  contents  being  discharged  into  the 
public  sewers  in  most  areas.  Pail  Closets  are  emptied  weekly  in 
the  Parishes  of  Allhallows,  Hoo,  Isle  of  Grain  and  Stoke.

Many  complaints  were  received  regarding  the  condition  of  the  hats 
at  Vigo  Village.  There  is  little  doubt  that  a  number  of  the  huts  are  so 
damp  as  to  constitute  a  danger  to  health. 

Most  complaints  emanated  from  the  Gravesend  Section,  In  co-operation 
with  the  Gravesend  Medical  Officer  and  Surveyor  it  has  been  arranged  to  inspec 
each  hut  as  it  becomes  vacant,  and,  where  found  necessary,  to  have  it 
demolished. 

The  chief  complaint  from  the  Northfleet  section  concerned  dampness, 
sagging  floors  and  draughts.  The  Northfleet  Engineer  and  Surveyor  makes 
the  following  comments %- 

The  complaint  of  the  tenant  of  Hut  No,  9  is  typical  of  these 
huts  which  have  wooden  floors,  i.e,,  15  in  total.  There  is  no 
damp-proof  course,  site  concrete  or  ventilation  under  those  wooden 
floors  which  are  in  consequence  damp  and  weak.  Continual  patching 
is  required  to  keep  them  in  a  usable  condition.  I  suggest  the 
only  remedy  is  to  provide  a  solid  floor  if  the  hut  is  to  continue 
to  be  occupied. 

The  draughts  of  which  the  tenants  complain  are  almost  inevitable 
and  in  many  cases,  the  tenants  have  overcome  this  trouble  in  various 
ways  to  their  own  satisfaction. 

There  are  a  few  huts  where  the  addition  of  a  door  to  partitions 
erected  by  the  tenants  would  help. 

The  general  dampness  of  which  the  tenant  of  No.  90  complains  is 
inherent  in  a  Nissen  hut. 


y 


Nissen  huts  cannot  he  considered  good  housing  accommodation, 
particularly  in  this  case  where  the  site  is  a  plantation  with 
trees,  roots  and  hush  undergrowth. 

Fewer  complaints  were  received  from  Beechwood  Estate,  (Strood 
Rural  District).  Mr.  Terry,  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  lias  let  me  have 
the  following  notes s- 

The  Council  has  had  little  trouble  with  the  huts  on  their 
part  of  the  above,  namely,  Beechwood  Estate,  as  at  the  outset 
the  policy  which  was  adopted  was  only  to  complete  those  huts 
which  were  in  good  condition  and  which  in  my  opinion  could  he 
provided  easily  with  services  and  could  he  maintained  at  a  reasonable 
cost.  All  other  huts  we re  demolished  in  the  early  stages  to  avoid 
them  becoming  occupied. 

As  you  are  no  doubt  aware,  this  Council  were  the  Pioneers  in 
carrying  out  the  proper  waterproofing  of  the  Bisson  huts  and 
generally  this  waterproofing  has  proved  effective.  The  only 
two  huts  which  I  can  recall  as  being  demolished  in  Beechwood 
Estate  are  two  Nissen  huts  with  wooden  floors  where  there  was  no 
proper  site  concrete  underneath  and  the  floor  had  badly  rotted, 
especially  all  round  the  edges  adjoining  the  corrugated  iron. 

From  a  technical  point  of  view,  I  do  not  regard  any  of  these 
huts  as  suitable  habitations  for  any  length  of  time,  but  they 
are  fulfilling  a  need  and  providing  a  home  for  families  who 
would,  otherwise  have  to  live  in  worse  circumstances.

Dairies ,  Cowsheds,  and  Purveyors  of  Milk. 

The  standard  of  milk  production  during  the  year  has  heen  fairly 
good  generally ,  no  statutory  action  being  necessary  to  improve  conditions 
of  production  or  distribution. 

Biological  tests  applied  to  six  samples  showed  negative  results, 
with  the  exception  of  one  case  where  Tubercle  bacilli  were  present. 

On  the  1st  October  1949  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
became  responsible  for  the  registration  and  supervision  of  dairy  farms, 
the  Local  Authority  being  responsible  for  the  supervision  and  registration 
of  milk  retailers  and  their  premises  and  the  licensing  of  retailers  selling 
designated  milk  in  their  area.  Power  is  retained  under  the  new  regulations 
to  stop  a  milk  supply  in  the  area  where  there  is  reason  to  believe  that 
the  milk  is  causing  the  spread  of  infectious  disease. 

Milk  is  retailed  in  the  area  by  seventeen  dairymen,  four  being 
retailers  only,  with  premises  on  the  district,  seven  are  producer/ retailers 
and  the  remaining  six  are  dairymen  whose  premises  are  situated  outside  the 
area.  Licences  have  been  issued  to  five  dairymen  to  sell  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk,  two  to  sell  Accredited,  and  nine  to  sell  Pasteurised  Milk.  In 
addition,  supplementary  licences  have  been  issued  to  six  milk  retailers  with 
premises  situated  outside  the  area,  to  sell  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  within 
this  area,  five  to  sell  Pasteurised  and  two  Sterilised  Milk,

County  Ambulance  Service 


The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision 
of  a  comprehensive  ambulance  service  throughout  the  County. 
Other  than  in  cases  of  accident  and  emergency*  no  ambulance 
■will  be  provided  except  on  the  recommendation  of  a  doctor* 
midwife*  hospital  or  District  Officer*  and  for  the  provision 
of  a  sitting-case  car  a  certificate  from  a  doctor  is 
necessary. 

To  facilitate  the  call-out  of  ambulances  in  cases  of 
accident  or  emergency,  arrangement s  have  been  made  with  the 
Post  Office  Authorities  for  such  calls  to  be  passed 
automatically  to  the  nearest  manned  fire  station,  the  staff 
of  which  will  assume  the  responsibility  of  dealing  with  the 
emergency.  The  arrangement  will  not  operate  where  direct 
lines  exist  between  public  call  boxes  and  ambulance  stations. 

The  service  will  be  provided  by  (a)  vehicles  provided 
and  manned  by  the  County  Council^  (b)  vehicles  operated  and 
manned  by  the  St,  Join  Ambulance  Brigade*  British  Red  Cross 
Society  acting  as  agents  of  the  Council,  and  (c)  sitting-case 
cars  provided  through  the  Hospital  Car  Service  as  agents  of 
the  Council.
